t.  John’s  Hospital 


was  founded  by  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Twining 
in  1878 ;  her  family  had  lived  in  Twickenham  for 
seven  generations. 


Miss  Twining  devoted  the  greater  part  of  her  life 
to  the  poor,  and  towards  its  close  gave  almost  the 
whole  of  her  resources  to  founding  and  erecting 
St.  John's  Hospital. 


The  building  is  of  considerable  artistic  merit,  and 
is  constructed  with  the  best  materials  and  workman¬ 
ship.  It  was  opened,  free  of  debt,  by  the  late  Duchess 
of  Teck,  the  mother  of  Queen  Mary. 


The  two  main  wards  were  extended  in  January, 
1932,  and  were  officially  declared  open  by  her  Royal 
Highness  The  Princess  Royal  on  8th  March,  1932. 


The  property  is  vested  in  the  Charity  Commissioners, 
but  the  income  from  the  endowment  only  covers 
a  small  proportion  of  the  yearly  expenses — for  the 
remainder  the  Hospital  is  dependent  upon  Annual 
Subscriptions,  Collecting  Boxes  and  special  efforts. 
The  aim  of  the  Committee  is  to  embrace  and  repre¬ 
sent  all  sections  of  the  Community. 


The  Medical  Staff  is  honorary,  and  includes  eminent 
London  Consultants.  The  most  serious  operations 
are  performed,  and  casualties  are  treated  at  all  times. 
The  great  need  of  the  Hospital  is  an  increase  of  its 
endowments. 


It  acknowledges,  with  much  gratitude,  the  many 
special  efforts  that  are  so  generously  made  on  its 
behalf,  but  these  are  necessarily  fluctuating  and 
uncertain,  whilst  its  3/early  upkeep  is  permanent 
and  increasing.

2.  The  Committee  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  deaths  of 
Mr.  S.  Bowyer  and  Mr.  A.  A.  Rice. 

Mr.  Bowyer  had  given  many  years  of  devoted  service  to  St. 
John’s  as  a  constant  visitor,  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  later  as  President,  and  always  as  a  generous  supporter. 

Mr.  Rice  took  a  keen  interest  in  his  work  for  St.  John’s,  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  of  Management  and  especially  in  the 
supervision  of  the  gardens. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  sincere  sympathy  with 
the  relatives  of  the  above-named  deceased  friends,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  place  on  record  their  great  appreciation  of  their  devoted 
services.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  cost  of  each  In-Patient  per  week  is 
less  by  2s.  5d.  than  it  was  in  1936,  while  the  cost  for  each  Out- 
Patient  attendance  is  slightly  higher,  which  is  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  while  the  number  of  Out-Patients  was  practically 
the  same,  the  total  of  Out-Patient  attendances  was  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

5.  General  Statistics  are  given  on  pages  28  and  29. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  was  2,789,  compared  with 
2,485  in  1936,  and  a  table  shewing  the  area  served  by  the  Hospital 
is  given  on  page  18. 

6.  Improvements. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Sterilizing  Department  and  installation 
of  new  sterilizing  plant  is  almost  complete  at  a  cost  of  £349  Os.  Od., 
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while  the  expenditure  of  £64  for  improvements  and  additions  to 
the  X-ray  Department  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Committee. 

During  August  the  whole  of  the  exterior  painting  of  the 
Hospital  and  Amyand  House,  together  with  the  annual  cleaning 
and  decorating  of  the  wards,  was  carried  out,  and  it  can  be 
reported  that  the  structure  and  equipment  of  the  Hospital  are  in 
a  satisfactory  state.

The  income  from  the  various  sources  was  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Annual  Subscriptions  amounted  to  £374  3s.  Od.  as 

compared  with  £502  18s.  Od.,  but  it  must  be  pointed  out  that 

last  year’s  total  included  £122  14s.  6d.  paid  in  1936  for  1935 

subscriptions,  while  £48  3s.  6d.  has  been  paid  in  1938  for  1937 
subscriptions,  but  too  late  to  be  included  in  the  1937  Balance 
Sheet.  It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  the  amount  received  in  Annual 
Subscriptions  has  been  maintained,  but  it  is  only  fair  to  remark 
that  while  the  amount  received  under  this  heading  is  relatively 
small  compared  with  the  total  Income  of  the  Hospital,  it  in  no  way 
represents  the  degree  of  support  that  the  Hospital  receives  as  so 
many  hundreds  of  people  give  aid  to  St.  John’s  in  other  ways. 
The  Committee  would,  nevertheless,  welcome  more  Annual  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  desire  also  to  call  attention  fo  the  “  Exemption  from 
Income  Tax  on  Charitable  Gifts,”  see  page  57.

7d.  in  1936,  and  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Hotels, 
amongst  which  were  such  fine  amounts  as  “  The  Grosvenor  Arms,” 
£10  18s.  4d.,  and  “  The  Crown  Hotel,”  £6  6s.  7d.,  produced 

£7  9s.  8d.  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Mr.  G.  Parker  of  “  The  Grosvenor  Arms  ”  was  presented  with 
the  Certificate  of  Hon.  Life  Governorship  of  the  Hospital  in 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  he  has  collected  over  £80. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  more  boxes  have  been  taken  by 
firms  and  private  individuals,  and  should  be  grateful  for  a  yet 
wider  extension  of  the  principle  of  “  A  Penny  a  Day  for  St.  John’s.”

9.  Special  Efforts. 

“  Emblem  Day  ”  has  taken  the  place  of  our  well-known  “  Pansy 
Day  ”  in  Twickenham,  and  was  looked  forward  to  with  many 
fears  and  much  uncertainty  on  account  of  the  vastly  different 
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arrangements  necessitated  by  the  desire  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Police  to  limit  the  number  of  Flag  Days  in  the  Metropolitan  Police 
area.  The  Collections  for  the  Hospitals  in  the  City  of  London  were 
all  on  one  day  (Tuesday,  May  4th)  and  for  the  Hospitals  outside 
London,  but  within  the  Metropolitan  Police  area,  on  Saturday, 
May  8th.  Under  this  scheme  there  must  be  a  central  office  with  a 
Director  and  Staff,  and  the  expenses  attached  to  this.  However, 
it  was  agreed  that  in  the  first  case  we  were  to  have  two-thirds  of 
our  box  takings,  and  that  the  remaining  third  was  to  form  a  pool 
out  of  which  expenses  both  of  the  Central  Office  and  local  expenses 
for  printing,  emblems,  etc  ,  were  defrayed  and  that  anything  left 
in  the  pool  was  to  be  divided  according  to  a  plan  not  then  decided. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Knaggs  undertook— with  these  conditions  in  front 
of  her — to  organise  the  “  Day  ”  in  Twickenham  (as  constituted 
before  the  enlargement  of  the  Borough)  that  being  the  geographical 
area  assigned  to  St.  John’s,  and  so  well  did  she  organise  the  arrange¬ 
ments  and  secure  the  co-operation  of  her  helpers,  that  they  all  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  final  result  exceeded  last  year’s 
by  £4  15s.  5d. 

This  year  “  Emblem  Day  ”  will  be  on  Saturday,  May  14th 
for  all  the  Hospitals  in  the  Metropolitan  Police  area  outside  London, 
and  we  strongly  appeal  for  more  helpers  to  enrol  to  help  Mrs. 
Knaggs,  who  has  been  asked  by  the  Committee  of  Management 
to  undertake  this  big  task.  If  we  can  only  get  the  whole  of  London 
and  the  surrounding  districts  “  Hospital-minded  ”  and  everyone 
will  help,  there  is  no  reason  why  1938  should  not  show  a  big 
advance. 

Alexandra  Day  was  again  splendidly  organised  by  Mrs.  Yonge, 
and  the  gratifying  amount  of  £200  was  received  as  the  result  of 
her  efforts  and  those  of  her  many  willing  helpers. 

Pound  Day,  organised  by  Miss  W.  Thompson  and  her  Committee 
of  Ladies,  was  made  difficult  by  the  fact  that  it  was  a  wet  day, 
there  was  much  sickness  prevalent  and  almost  an  “  epidemic  ” 
of  Bazaars  round  about  the  date.  Nevertheless  4,350  lbs.,  valued 
at  £79  10s.  9d.  were  received,  and  cash  to  the  amount  of 
£62  17s.  lid.  A  special  word  of  thanks  must  again  be  given  to 
the  Schools  of  Twickenham,  who  responded  nobly  to  the  appeal. 

Miss  Daphne  de  Lisle’s  “  Dancing  Parade  ”  at  Richmond 
Theatre  was  a  marvellous  spectacle  and  deserved  all  the  praise 
accorded  to  it  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor.  It  was  a  triumph  of 
artistic  design  and  organising  ability,  and  we  are  most  grateful 
to  Miss  de  Lisle  and  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  F.  Palmer.  A  repeat  per¬ 
formance  at  York  House  a  little  later  was  most  successful,  and 
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St.  John’s  benefited  by  £166  3s.  2d.  In  recognition  of  Miss  Daphne 
de  Lisle’s  efforts  for  the  Hospital,  a  Tablet  endowing  a  Bed  in  the 
\\  ’omen’s  Ward  in  the  name  of  the  Daphne  de  Lisle  Dancing 
Academy  was  unveiled  by  the  Mayoress  of  Twickenham  before  a 
distinguished  gathering. 

The  Egg  Collection  was  this  year  organised  by  Mrs.  Cassells 
and  the  receipt  of  5,615  eggs  was  a  most  gratifying  response  to  her 
efforts. 

Sport.  Once  again  we  have  to  record  a  wonderful  year  as 
regards  the  efforts  made  for  our  Hospital  by  sportsmen. 

The  Charity  Cricket  Match  was  organised  by  Mr.  Sydney 
Goatly,  who,  notwithstanding  the  unkindness  of  the  weather, 
was  able  to  hand  us  a  cheque  for  £170  2s.  lOd.  (including  £5  from 
the  Cable  and  Wireless  Fund  of  the  Exiles’  Club).  This  is  £51  15s.  5d. 
more  than  last  year,  and  we  are  most  grateful.  We  should  like  to 
see  a  larger  number  of  people  present  at  this  match  to  show  their 
appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Goatly  and  his  helpers  and  also 
of  the  players,  who,  in  some  cases,  travel  long  distances  to  support 
Mr.  A.  Sandham,  the  famous  England  and  County  Cricketer,  who 
arranges  the  visiting  team. 

We  were  delighted  to  welcome  Mrs.  Sandham  when  she 
unveiled  a  Tablet  endowing  a  Bed  in  the  Women’s  Ward  in  the 
name  of  the  Charity  Cricket  Match  Committee  and  bearing  the 
names  of — 

Mr.  A.  Sandham  (Surrey  XI.  and  England),  Captain  of  Visiting 
Team  since  1924. 

Mr.  S.  Goatly,  Hon.  Secretary  since  1904. 

The  Twickenham  Charity  Rugby  Match  was  well  patronised, 
and  we  are  indebted  to  Engineer-Commander  S.  F.  Coopper,  Mr. 
W.  W.  Wakefield,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  T.  Hunter  (Hon.  See.),  whose 
time  and  interest  were  so  freely  given  to  achieve  such  a  success.

The  compilation  of  this  Annual  Report  leaves  one  with  very 
mixed  feelings — gratitude  for  past  support  which  has  enabled 
us  to  do  so  much,  and  fears  lest  the  strain  of  modern  life  and 
the  cost  of  the  large  County  Hospitals  will  diminish  our 
Income  and  so  cramp  our  usefulness. 

While  we  still  hope  for  the  big  cheques  of  the  few  who  can 
send  them  we  are  bound  to  acknowledge  that  our  work 
depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the  small  gifts  of  the  many. 

Last  year  our  Ordinary  Expenditure  was 
£6078  :  6  :  11 

each  In-Patient  cost  per  week.

and  each  Out-Patient  Attendance  cost  23.44d. 

This  also  means  that  the  Hospital  needed
